PREAMBLE. 

For  the  purpose  of  effecting  uniformity  in 
the  administration  of  the  privileges,  honoris 
and  benefits  of  Odd  Fellowship  within  this 
jurisdiction,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Inde 
PENDENT  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  of  the  Pro- 
vince OF  British  Columbia  ordains  the  follow-' 
ing  Constitution  of  Subordinate  Lodges  un- 
der its  jurisdiction: 

ARTICLE  L  ■  - 

Section  1.  This  Lodge  shall  consist  of  at 
least  five  members,  including  one  qualified 
to  preside  at  its  meetings,  to  be  hailed  and 
entitled  Victoria  Lodge,  No.  1,  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  holding  a  legal  and 
unreclaimed  charter,  granted  or  sanctioned 
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CONSTITUTION. 


by  tho  Grand  LmcIo^g  of  the  luJependent  Or- 
der of  Odd  Fellows,  of  the  Province  of  Bri- 
tish Columbia.  It  cannot  voluntarily  sur- 
render its  charter,  or  dissolve,  so  long  as 
five  brothers  in  good  standing  object  thereto. 


ARTICLE  II.

Section  1.  All  candidates  for  initiation 
must  be  free  white  males,  of  the  age  of 
twenty- one  years  and  uj) wards,  of  sound 
health,  of  good  moral  chlaracter  and  indus- 
trious habits,  having  some  respectable  known 
means  of  support,  and  believe  in  the  exis- 
tence of  a  Supreme  Being,  the  Creator  and 
Preserver  of  the  Universe,  and  be  proposed 
in  the  Lodge  nearest  his  residence,  except 
that  Lodge  grant  permission  for  his  joining 
another  Lodge;  Provided,  that  application 
for  membership  may  be  made  to  any  Lodge 
nearest  the  residence  of  the  ai3plicant,  in  the 
same  county  or  district.  A  person  may  be 
admitted  to  any  Lodge  in  the  city  or  village 
in  which  he  r  sides;  but  all  candidates  for 
initiation  must  reside  in  this  jurisdiction, 
except  such  candidates  as  may  apply  from 
other  States  or  Territories,  where  there  is 
no  Grand  Lodge  r  r  District  Deputy  Grand 
Sire  located.  . 
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Sec.  2.  All  candidates  for  membership  by 
deposit  of  card,  or  cerhificatos  of  dismissal, 
or  as  Ancient  Odd  Follows,  whose  cards  or 
certificates  of  dismissal  have  been  granted 
more  than  twelve  months,  shall  deposit  their 
cards  or  certificates  with  their  proposition, 
or  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  that  such 
card  or  certificate  has  been  lost. 

Sec.  3.  No  suspended  or  expelled  member 
of  the  Order  can  be  admitted  to  membership 
in  this  Lodge,  except  on  a  dismissal  certifi- 
cate, or  on  being  reinstated,  and  receiving  a 
withdrawal  card  from  the  Lodge  which  sus- 
pended or  expelled  him,  or  from  the  Grand 
Secretary,  as  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  4.  A  non-affiliated  Odd  Fellow  who 
has  been  regularly  initiated  in  the  Order,  and 
has  retained  membership  therein  for  at  least 
ten  consecutive  years,  and  w^ho  at  the  time 
of  making  application  for  reinstatement  of 
membership  shall  be  over  fifty  years  of  age, 
may  be  admitted  to  memb^^rship  in  this 
Lodge,  as  a  non- beneficial  member,  upon 
such  terms  as  the  By-laws  may  prescribe, 
by  presenting  a  petition  as  required  un- 
der Section  1,  Article  III,  for  proposals 
for  membership  by  initiation,  wdiich  shall  be 
disposed  of  according  to  said  section.  "^'^     ■"" 

Sec.  5.  When  an  application  for  member- 
ship   is   received    frouj    a    person    residing 
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uearer  to  another  Lodge  than  to  the  one 
to  which  the  application  is  made,  the  Lodge 
receiving  such  application  shall  communi- 
cate the  fact  to  the  Lodge  nearest  the  resi- 
dence of  such  applicant,  and  shall  enquire 
whether  such  person  is  a  fit  and  proper 
person  to  be  admitted  into  our  Order,  and  if 
in  the  same  county  or  district,  shall  also  ask 
the  consent  of  such  Lodge  to  receive  and  aci: 
upon  such  application;  and  it  shall  take  no 
further  action  upon  such  application  until  an 
answer  is  received  to  such  communication. 
The  Lodge  receiving  such  communication 
shall  appoint  a  committee  of  three  to  investi- 
gate the  character,  standing,  and  health  of 
the  petitioner,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the 
application  were  made  directly  to  such  Lodge. 
Such  committee  shall  report  at  the  next  regu- 
lar meeting  of  the  Lodge,  and  a  certified 
copy  of  the  report,  together  with  a  certified 
copy  of  the  minutes  showing  the  action  of 
the  Lodge  upon  the  request  for  consent  to 
receive  and  act  upon  the  application  (if  such 
consent  was  necessary)  shall  be  forthwith 
forwarded  to  the  Lodge  in  which  such  appli- 
cation is  filed,  and  said  last-named  Lodge 
may  then  proceed  upon  such  application  as 
in  other  cases,  except  that,  if  it  be  a  case 
where  the  consent  of  the  other  Lodge  is 
necessary,  and  that  consent  be  refused,  the

petitioner's  money  (if  any  has  been  paid)shall 
be  returned,  and  no  further  action  shall  be 
had  in  the  premises. 

ARTICLE  III. 

OF  PROPOSITIONS  Fuli  MEMBEIISUIP. 

Section  1.  The  name  of  a  percon  offered 
for  membership,  with  his  age,  residence,  and 
occupation,  must  be  proposed  by  a  member 
in  writing,  signed  by  the  applicant,  with  the 
names  of  two  jDcrsons  as  references  attached, 
and  entered  upon  the  record  ;  and  forthwith 
be  referred  to  a  committee  of  three  members 
for  investigation,  who  shall  report  at  the 
next  succeeding  regular  meeting  (unless  ex- 
traordinary circumstances  prevent,)  when 
the  candidate  may  be  balloted  for  with  ball 
ballots,  and  if  any  or  less  than  three  black 
balls  shall  appear,  then  the  balloting  shall 
be  deferred  until  the  next  regular  meeting. 
During  the  week  the  member  casting  the 
black  ball  may  (and  it  is  his  dut}^  to)  inform 
the  Noble  Grand  of  the  cause  or  ground 
thereof,  and  the  Noble  Grand  shall,  at  the 
next  regular  meeting,  state  the  reason,  if  any 
is  given,  to  the  Lodge,  without  exposing  the 
name  of  the  brother;  and  if  the  brother  cast- 
ing the  black  ball  shall  not  have   informed 
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the  Noble  Grand  of  the  reason  whv  he  cast 
such  ball,  the  Noble  Grand  shall,  at  the 
next  regular  meeting,  if  no  other  objection 
be  made,  declare  the  f-ipplicant  duly  elected; 
but  if  such  reasons  are  disclosed,  or  other  ob- 
jections be  made,  privately  or  otherwise,  then 
the  ballot  shall  again  be  held,  and  if  no 
more  than  two  black  balls  appear,  the  candi- 
date shall  be  declared  elected  ;  but  if  three 
or  more  appear,  he  shall  be  deemed  rejected. 
Sec.  2.  No  reconsideration  of  an  unfavor- 
able ballot  can  be  had,  unless  all  the  brothers 
who  may  cast  black  balls  against  an  applicant 
for  membership,  voluntarily  make  a  inotiou 
for  a  reconsideration  of  the  ballot  ;  and  in 
such  case  the  vote  on  the  reconsideration 
shall  be  taken  by  ball  ballots,  and  if  the  balls 
cast  be  in  favor  of  it,  the  reconsideration 
shall  be  had  ;  whereupon  the  application 
shall  lie  over  till  the  succeeding  meeting, 
when  another  ballot  shall  be  had  with  ball 
ballots,  and  if  the  same  be  unanimously  in 
favor  of  the  applicant,  he  shall  thereby  be 
elected;  but  if  one  or  more  black  balls  ap- 
pear in  either  ballot,  the  ap^Dlicani  shall  be 
rejected ;  and  in  no  case  shall  a  reconsider- 
ation be  had,  except  upon  the  voluntary  mo- 
tion of  all  those  who  cast  the  black  Ijalls  ; 
and  never  more  than  one  motion  for  a  re- 
consideration in  the  same  case  shall  be  allow- 
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ed. A  favorable  balloting  can  be  reconsider- 
ed at  any  meeting  prior  to  the  admission  of 
the  candidate  ;  Provided  a  majority  of  the 
members  present  agree  thereto. 

Sec.  3.  When  a  candidate  for  initiation  has 
been  rejected,  notice  thereof  shall  be  sent 
without  delay  to  the  H.  W.  Grand  Secretary, 
and  to  all  the  Lodges  in  the  county  and  dis- 
trict, and  he  cannot  be  proposed  again  in 
any  Lodge  for  the  space  of  one  year  after 
such  rejection.  All  otlier  ajjplications  for 
membership  may  be  renewed  at  any  time. 

Sec.  4.  No  proposition  can  be  withdrawn 
after  being  referred  to  a  committee,  unless 
by  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  pre- 
sent at  a  regular  meeting,  and  before  the  re- 
port of  the  committee  has  been  read  to  the

ARTICLE  IV. 


OF  FEES,  DUES  AND  BENEFITS. 


Section  1.  The  fees  and  dues  of  this  Lodge 
shall  not  be  less  than  fifteen  dollars  for  in- 
itiation, five  dollars  for  admission  by  card, 
ten  dollars  for  an  Ancient  Odd  Fellow,  five

dollars  for  each  degree  to  the  Lodge  Fund,! 
and  such  amount  of  dues  to  tbe  Lodge  Fundi 
as  shall  be  determined  by  the  By-laws  ;  inl 
addition  to  which,  the  Lodge  may,  by  its  By- 
laws, provide  for  a  Widows',  Orphans'  and' 
education  fund,  and  nurse  and  funeral  tax, 
and  for  extraordinary  assessments  for  Lodge 
purposes. 

Sec.  2.  Every  member,  qualified  as  re- 
quired by  the  By-laws,  shall  in  case  of  being 
disabled  by  sickness  or  bodily  accident  from 
following  his  usual  occupation,  or  otherwise 
earning  a  livelihood,  be  entitled  to,  and  may 
receive,  such  weekly  benefits  as  may  be  fixed 
by  law,  from  the  funds  of  the  Lodge. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  of  the  death  of  a  member, 
qualified  as  in  the  last  section,  there  shall  be 
allowed  from  the  Lodge  not  less  than  thirty 
dollars  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  burial, 
to  be  paid  by  the  N.  G.,  on  account  of  the 
funeral.  In  the  absence  of  competent  rela- 
tions, the  N.G.  shall  take  charge  of  the  fun- 
eral, and  render  an  account  of  the  disburse- 
ments. 

Sec.  4.  The  funeral  expenses  and  sick 
benefits  shall  be  regulated  by  the  By-laws  of 
the  Lodge,  and  all  orders  drawn  for  the 
above  shall  be  by  vote  of  the  Lodge. 
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ARTICLE  .V. 


OF    DEGREES. 


Section  1.  A  member  who  has  been  in 
membership  one  month,  shall  be  eligible  for 
degrees,  but  shall  not  be  elected  to  more 
than  three  degrees  at  the  same  meeting,  un- 
less a  dispensation  be  obtain '>d  therefor, 
from  the  Grand  Master,  or  his  Deputy  for 
the  district.  .  ,  ,      . 

Sec.  2.  Application  for  election  to  any  of 
the  five  subordinate  degrees,  shall  be  accom- 
panied with  the  amount  required  therefor, 
and  shall  be  presented  to  the  Lodge  when 
open  in  that  order  of  business,  if  so  provided 
for  in  its  Rules  of  Ordor — if  not,  then  in  the 
order  of  New  Business — and  when  the  Lodge 
has  regularly  closed,  it  shall  then  forthwith 
open  in  the  degrees  applied  for,  beginning 
with  the  lowest,  and  ballot  upon  the  applica- 
tion, and  if  not  more  than  two  black  balls 
be  cast — and  the  Lodge  does  not  confer  the 
degrees  upon  its  own  members — a  certificate 
shall  be  given  the  applicant,  addressed  to  a 
Degree  Lodge,  or  officer  authorized  to  con- 
fer degrees,  located  or  residing  in  this  Dis- 
trict, showing  that  he  is  a  member  of  this 
Lodge,  and  has  been  authorized  by  a  ballot 
of  the  members  of  said  degrees  of  this  Lodge, 
t   receive  them.

Section  1.  The  elective  officers  of  thi 
Lodge  shall  consist  of  a  N.  G. ,  V.  G.,  Seen 
tary  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  serve  a  regiila 
term  each,  and  the  Lodge  may  elect  a  Pe] 
manent  Secretary  for  the  same  time  ;  or  fol 
one  year,  to  take  charge  of  the  accounts 
bet  wee  i  the  Lodge  and  its  members. 

Sec  2.  The  appointed  officers  shall  con- 
sist of  a  W.,  Conductor,  O.  G.,  I.  G.,  R.  S.

L.  S.  to  V.  G.,  and  R.,  and  L.  S.  S.,  who

Sec  3.  No  member  shall  be  installed  as 
N.  G.,  unless  he  has  served  a  term  as  V.  G., 
or  the  last  of  a  term  to  fill  a  vacancy  ;  nor 
as  Y.  G.,  unless  he  has  served  tw^enty-six 
weeks  in  an  inferior  office  ;  that  service  in 
oflice,  whether  elected  or  appointed,  is  quali- 
fying in  any  other  Lodge  as  well  as  in  this 
Lodge,  providing  a  brother  has  a  certificate 
to  that  effect,  under  seal  of  a  Lodge,  in  good 
standing  ;  Provided,  that  any  Scarlet  mem- 
ber may  be  elected,  if  all  qualified  brothers 
refuse   to  serve,    and  a   dispensation   being 
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granted  by  the  M  W.  Grand  Master,  De- 
puty Grand  Master  or  Deputy  of  the  District,

Sec.  4.  All  elective  officers,  Warden,  Oat-

Sec.  5.  Nominations  for  elective  officers 
shall  be  made  only  at  the  two  meetings  im- 
mediately preceding  that  of  the  regular 
election,  except  when  the  nominees  for  an

Sec.  C).  Officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  last 
regular  meeting  in  each  term,  and  be  install-  , 
ed  at  the  first  regular  meeting  in  the  new 
term  ;  Provided,  the  installing  officer  be 
present  ;  if  absent,  the  Lodge  may,  by  vote, 
defer  it  for  one  week,  or  call  a  special  meet- 
ing for  the  i3urpose,  at  the  request  of  the 
District  Deputy  Grand  Master. 

Any  officer  absenting  himself 
from  the  Lodge  for  three  successive  meet- 
ings, except  in  case  of  sickness,  or  any  offi- 
cer, for  misconduct  or  neglect  as  such,  may 
be  removed  bv  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  voting,  at  the  next  meeting  after 
a  resolution  therefor  has  been  offered  in  the

Sec.  8.  Yackncies  in    anv  elective   office

pro  tern. 

Sec.  9.  The  duties  of  the   various   officers  I 
shall  be  as  laid  down  in  the  charges  of  office, 
and   as  specified  by  this  Constitution,   and 
the  By-laws  of  the  Lodge. 

Sec  10.  The  N.  G.,  or  officer  acting  as 
such,  shall  appoint  the  majority,  and  the  V. 
G.,  or  officer  acting  as  such,  the  minority  of 
all   committees  on    candidates  or   charges. 

Sec.  11.  The  Lodge,  at  the  first  regular 
meeting  in  January,  in  each  year,  shall  elect 
one  representative  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for 
its  members  of  fifteen  or  under  ,  also  one 
Representative  for  every  fifteen  members 
over  and  above  first  said  number  of  fifteen, 
and  one  for  every  fraction  exceeding  ten 
members  in  good  standing,  as  shown  by  its 
report  on  the  31st  day  of  December  of  the 
previous  j^ear. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

OF  PENALTIES  AND  TRIALS. 

Section  1.  Clause  1.  Any  member  ne- 
glecting or  refusing  to  make  payment  of  his 
dues  or  demands  against  him  to  the  Lodge, 
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according  to  its  By-laws,  for  the  space  of 
eleven  months,  shall  be  notified  by  the 
Lodge  in  writing  of  the  state  of  his  account ; 
and  if  after  one  month  his  account  still  re- 
mains unsettled,  he  fchall  be  suspended  from 
membership  ;  Provided,  that  no  person  shall 
be  so  suspended  until  after  the  fact  of  his 
dues  being  in  arrears  and  unpaid  for  twelve 
MONTHS,  shall  have  been  announced  in  open 
Lodge,  at  two  regular  meetings  ;  and  pro- 
viding further,  that  no  person  shall  cease  to 
be  a  member,  under  this  section,  whilst 
charges  are  pending  against  him. 

Clause  2.  Any  member  suspended  from 
membership  for  non-payment  of  dues,  may 
be  reinstated  in  the  Lodge  from  which  he 
was  suspended  within  one  year  thereafter,  by 
paying  the  amount  of  one  year's  dues  and 
by  receiving  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers present — a  motion  to  that  effect  having 
been  laid  over  o';e  week  ;  but  after  one  year 
he  may  be  reinstated,  upon  the  payment  of 
the  fee  charged  for  an  initiate  of  the  same 
age,  as  provided  by  the  By-laws,  or  such 
lesser  sums  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  By-laws 
of  the  Lodge  to  which  such  application  is 
made  ;  Provided,  such  sum  be  not  less  than 
the  amount  of  one  year's  dues  of  said 
Lodge,  and  he  shall  petition  the  Lodge  in 
writing   to   be    reinstated,   which   shall    be 
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disposed  of,  in  all  respects,  as  provided  for  ir 
Article  III.  Section  1,  for  petition  for  mem- 
bership by  initiation. 

Cla.use  3.  A  member  suspended  from 
membership  for  non-r^ayment  of  dues,  anc 
who  makes  applicatio)  or  reinstatement  anc 
for  a  \Yithdrawal  card  lor  the  purpose  of  unit- 
ing with  another  Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction j 
may  be  reinstated  and  g'rant3da  final  card  ai 
any  time  within  live  years  from  the  date  oi 
suspension,  upon  the  payment  of  one  year's 
dues,  and  the  usual  price  of  a  card. 

Clause  4.  A  member  after  being  suspend- 
ed in  this  jurisdiction  for  non-payment  of 
dues  for  the  space  of  five  years,  wishing  to 
join  a  Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction,  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  and  the  Lodge  shall  grant 
him,  upon  proper  application,  a  dismissal 
certificate,    upon    the  receipt  of  one  dollar. 

Clause  5.  A  member  suspended  from 
membership  in  this  jurisdiction  for  non-pay- 
ment of  dues,  wishing  to  regain  membership 
in  another  jurisdiction,  shall,  upon  proper 
application,  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the 
Lodge  from  which  he  was  so  suspended,  a 
dismissal  certificate,  upon  the  payment  tc 
said  Lodge  of  one  dollar. 

Clause  6.  In  all  cases,  when  a  membei 
has  been  suspended  for  non-payment  oi 
dues,  and  his  Lodge  has  refused  to  reinstate 
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him,   he   shall,  upon  proper  application,  bo 
entitled  to   receive,    and    the     Lodge    shall 
'  grant  a  dismissal  certificate,   upon    the  re- 
ceipt therefor  of  one  dollar. 

Clause  7.  Dismissal  certificates  mpy  '  bfl 
received  from  the  holders  thereof  on  appli- 
cation for  membership  in  Subordinate 
Lodges,  in  the  same  manner,  and  with  the 
same  effect,  as  withdrawal  cards  ;  and  appli- 
cations made  on  such  certificates  shall  be 
received  and  acted  on  in  like  manner  as  upon 
withdrawal  cards.

Sec.  3.  Every  member  shall  be  entitled  to 
a  fair  trial  for  any  offence  involving  repri- 
mand, suspension  or  expulsion.  No  mem- 
ber shall  be  put  upon  trial,  unless  charges 
duly  specifying  the  offence,  so  as  fully  to 
apprise    him  of  the  nature  thereof,  and  to

If  none  be  so 
i:)rovided,  the  Lodge  shall  decide  by  paper 
ballot  whether  the  penalty  shall  be  expu  - 
sion,  suspension,  or  reprimand  and  fine. 
During  the  ballot  the  accused  brother  shall 
withdraw  from  the  Lodge-room.  If  upon 
the  ballot  it  shall  appear  that  two-thirds  of 
the  ballots  are  cast  for  expulsion,  such  shall 
be  the  penalty  ;  if  two-thirds  of  the  ballots 
are  cast  for  suspension,  susx)ension  shall  be 
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the  penalty,  and  tho  Lodge  shall  proceed  to 
fix  tlio  duration  of  such  susi3en8ion.  If 
neither  expulsion  nor  suspension  is  deter- 
mined as  the  penalty,  as  above  provided, 
then  the  penalty  shall  either  be  reprimand, 
fine,  or  both  ;  if  fine  is  determined  upon 
then  the  Lodge  shall  fix  tlie  amount,  not  ex- 
ceeding ten  dollars  ;  if  reprimand  is  decided 
upon,  then  the  accused  shall  bereprim;  aded 
in  open  Lodge,  by  the  acting  Noble  Grand. 
No  ballot  held  under  this  section  shall  be 
reconsidered.  All  fiues  imposed  under  this 
section  shall  be  charged  in  his  account,  and 
considered,  in  determining  his  standing  in 
the  Lodge,  as  dues  ;  and  when  the  fine  thus 
imposed,  added  to  his  dues,  bring  him  under 
the  penalty  of  Section  1,  of  this  Article,  he 
shall  be  notified,  and  allowed  the  usual  time 
to  make  payment.  In  all  cases,  if  he  ceases 
to  be  a  member,  upon  reinstatement  he 
shall  i^ay  the  whole  amount  of  the  fines  and 
dues. 

Sec.  7.  When  a  member  shall  be  subject 
to  the  penalty  of  reprimand,  he  siiall  be 
summoned  to  attend  at  some  regular  meet- 
ing, to  be  fixed  by  the  N.G. ,  to  be  reprimand- 
ed from  the  chair  of  the  N.  G.  ;  and  until 
he  so  attend  and  be  reprimanded,  he  shall 
be  suspended  from  all  benefits  and  privileges 
of  membership. 
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Sec.  8.  Notice  of  all  siiapenaions,  oxpul 
sions,  rejections,  and  reinstatements,  and  of 
brothers  who  have  ceased  to  be  members  in 
accordance  with  Section  1,  of  this  Article, 
shall  forthwith  be  forwanled  to  every  Lodge 
in  the  District,  and  to  the  Subordinate  En- 
campment of  whicl  the  Lodge  shall  have 
been  notified  of  sucli  brother  having  become 
a  member ;  and  also  to  the  K.  W.  Grand 
Secretary,  who  shall,  at  the  end  of  each 
quarter,  forward  the  same  to  all  the  Lodges 
in  the  Province,  and  also  to  the  R.  W.  Grand 
Scribe  of  the  Grand  EncamiDment  of 
Oregon. 

Sec.  9.  An  expelled  member  can  be  rein- 
stated only  after  a  proposition,  reference, 
and  election  bv  ballot,  as  in  the  case  of  a 
newly  proposed  member.  A  brother  sus- 
pended for  any  cause,  may  be  reinstated  on 
the  removal  of  the  cause,  or  the  exj^iration  of 
the  term  for  which  he  was  suspended,  with- 
out action  of  the  Lodge,  and  the  N.  G. 
shall  declare  in  open  Lodge  his  being  rein- 
stated. 

Sec.  10.  Any  member  intending  to  appeal 
from  the  action  of  the  Lodge,' either  in  a 
decision  of  law,  or  where  charges  have  been 
preferred,  shall  file  with  the  Secretary  a 
notice  of  his  appeal,  and  the  grounds  there- 
of ;  upon  which  the  Secretary  shall  forthwith 
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send  the  notice  or  a  true  copy  of  the  same, 
together  with  a  certified  copy  of  all  charges, 
reports,  evidence  and  j)roceedings  of  the 
Lodge,  relating  to  the  case,  to  the  D.D.G.M. 

ARTICLE  VIIL 

OF  FUNDS  AND  PROPERTY. 

Section  1.  The  funds  and  property  of  this 
Lodge  shall  be  held  exclusively  as  a  Trust 
Fund  to  be  devoted  to  no  other  purpose 
than  the  charitable  uses  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F., 
and  expenditures  legitimately  made  for 
Lodge  purposes,  and  tl\e  advancement  of  the 
interests  of  the  Lodge  or  the  Order.  The 
funds  may  be  invested  from  time  to  time,  as 
the  Lodge  shall  direct,  but  no  ]>art  thereof, 
or  of  the  Lodge  property,  or  of  the  proceeds 
of  any  sales  of  such  property,  shall  ever  be 
divided  among  the  members  ;  and  in  CMse  of 
a  surrender  or  forfeiture  of  the  Lodge 
Charter,  ail  the  funds  and  property  of  the 
Lodge  of  whatsoever  kind,  shall  be  immedi- 
ately surrendered  and  delivered  up  to  tlie 
B.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  this  jurisdiction,  or 
to  its  officers  or  agents  properly  authorized 
to  receive  them. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

OF  OFFENCES. 

Section  1.  No  member  of  this  Lodge  shall 
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be  concerned  in  organizing  or  visiting  an}' 
illegal,  spurious,  expelled,  extinct,  or  sus- 
pended Lodge  of  Odd  Fellows  ;  nor  paint  on 
his  sign  any  emblem  of  the  Order,  or  other- 
wise exhibit  any  upon  the  same,  or  have  any 
printed  or  engraved  upon  his  business  card, 
nor  expose  any  in  a  public  place  as  a  sign  ; 
or  receive,  or  put  any  motion  from  the 
Chair  of  the  N,  G.,  unless  he  be  a  present 
or  past  N.  G.  or  V.  G.  - 

Sec.  2.  This  Lodge  shall  not  have  a  pub- 
lic j3rocession,  unless  to  attend  the  funeral 
of  a  member,  or  have  any  public  celebration 
of  any  kind,  or  get  up  any  ball  or  public 
amusement  in  the  name  of  the  Order,  or 
admit  to  membership  any  member  of  an  ex- 
pelled or  extinct  Lodge,  or  reinstate  an  ex- 
pelled Oi  suspended  member  of  this  Lodge, 
without  permission    of  the    Grand  Master. 


ARTICLE  X. 


OF  TERMS  AND  RETURNS. 


r  i: 


Section  1.  All  terms  shall  commence  on 
the  first  day  of  January  and  July,  in  each 
year,  and  end  on  the  day  on  which  the  suc- 
ceeding one  commences.  :- 

Sec.  2.  The  officers  for  the  term  about 
expiring,   shall  prepare  and  deliver  to  the 
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officer  who  shall  install  their  successors,  the 
result  of  the  elections,  and  a  regular  report 
of  the  work  of  the  term,  including  the  names 
of  those  initiated,  admitted  by  card,  and  as 
an  Ancient  Odd  Fellow  ;  those  suspended 
or  expelled,  and  the  cause  thereof,  and  of 
those  reinstated  and  deceased  ;  the  number 
of  certificates  for  degrees  granted  ;  the 
whole  number  in  membership,  and  the 
amount  of  receipts,  accompanied  by  what- 
ever niMount  may  bo  due  to  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

Sec.  3.  In  addition  to  the  above,  the 
officers  for  the  ter^n  expiring  on  the  first 
meeting  in  January,  shall  annually  make 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  a  full  return  of 
the  member  of  the  Lodge  (except 
such  as  are  more  than  one  year  in  arrears  or 
have  been  expelled)  ranked  according  to  the 
degrees  rttained,  and  a  statement  of  the 
number  of  members  relieved  in  the  past 
year ;  the  number  of  widowed  families  re- 
lieved ;  the  number  of  members  buried  ;  the 
number  of  sisters  buried  ;  the  amount  of 
money  applied  to  each  of  these  purposes  ; 
designating  the  amount  paid  for  the  educa- 
tion of  orphans,  the  amount  of  money  in  the 
Treasury,  amount  of  Widows'  and  Orphans' 
Fund,  and  amount  of  investments. 

Sec.  4.  Should  this   Lodge  fail   to  make 
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any  of  its  returns,  as  required  by  the  two 
preceding  ssetions,  for  one  year,  it  shall 
thereby  forfeit  its  charter  and  become  ex- 
tinct ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  G.  M., 
or  D.  D.  G.  M.,  to  withhold  the  A.  T.  P. 
W.,  and  semi-annual  P.  W.,  until  such  re- 
turns are  made,  and  the  amount  due  the 
Grand  Lodge  lyixid.  And  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  last  installed  officers  to  transmit 
or  surrender  to  the  Grand  Master  or  his 
Deput}^  the  charter,  books,  papers,  furniture 
and  funds  of  the  Lodge. 

ARTICLE  XL 

OF  CARDS. 

Section  1.  Withdrawal  Cards  mav  be 
granted  to  members  who  are  clear  of  the 
books,  according  to  law,  by  a  majority  vote, 
by  ballot,  of  the  members  present  when 
application  is  made.  Should  the  Lodge 
refuse  to  grant  the  card,  the  applicant,  on 
tendering  a  written  resignation  of  member- 
ship, and  paying  all  dues,  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  from  the  Secretary  a  certificate 
under  seal  of  the  Lodge  to  that  effect  ;  and 
such  certificate  shall  be  sufficient  evidence 
of  good  standing  at  the  time  of  such  resigna- 
tion. .  , 
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Sec.  2.  Yisiting  Cards  shall  be  applied 
for  in  open  Lodge,  and  the  dues  must  be 
paid  up  to  the  time  for  which  the  card  is  to 


be  granted. 


ARTICLE  XII. 


Section  1 .  When  anv  doubt  arises  of  the 
true  meaning  of  any  part  of  these  Articles, 
it  shall  be  determined  by  the  Grand    Lodge. 

Sec.  2.  These  Articles,  or  any  j^art  there- 
of, shall  not  be  altered,  amended,  suspended 
or  annulled,  except  on  motion  made  in  the 
Grand  Lodge,  at  a  regular  session. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 


or  BY-LAWS. 

Section  1.  This  Lodge  may  make,  alter  or 
rescind  such  By-laws,  Rules,  and  Resolu- 
tions, from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  deemed 
expedient  ;  Provided,  that  they  do  not  in  any 
wise  contravene  this  Constitution  or  the 
Constitution,  By-laws,  or  Regulations  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia,  or  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  2.  The  By-laws  of  this  Lodge  are  in 
force  from  the  time  of  their  adoption,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Grand  Lodge  ; 
and   the  manuscript   copy   of  such   By-laws 
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shall,  before  being  printed,  be  transmitted 
to  the  Grand  Secretary,  to  be  submitted  to 
the  Committee  on  Laws  of  Subordinates  for 
their  approval.

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MEETINGS. 
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Section  1.  The  regular  meetings  of  this  Lodge 
for  the  transaction  of  general  business  shall  be 
on  Monday  evening  of  each  week.  Special  meet- 
ings may  be  called  by  the  N.  G.,  either  at  his 
discretion;  at  the  written  request  of  five  scarlet 
members  in  good  standing,  or  by  a  vote  of  the 
Lodge;  and  in  either  case  the  members  must  be 
notified  by  the  Secretary  or  by  publication  in 
one  or  more  newspapers.

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ARTICLE  II, 


DUTIKS  OP  THE  N.  O. 

The  N.  G.  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  shall 
preserve  order  and  decorum,  and  may  enforce 
the  same  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  three,  nor 
more  than  ten  dollars  ;  but  his  decisions  on  all 
questions  shall  be  subject  to  appeal.  He  shall 
strictly  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  Constitu- 
tion and  By-Laws,  and  see  that  all  officers  of  the 
Lodge  and  members  of  committees  perform 
their  respective  duties,  as  enjoined  by  the  usages 
of  the  Order,  and  by  the  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws,  and  enforce  all  fines  and  penalties  im- 
posed by  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  or  by  a 
vote  of  the  Lodge  ;  appoint  the  majority  of  all 
committees  (if  not  otherwise  directed).  On  the 
night  of  his  installation  he  shall  appoint,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Lodge,  the  following 
standing  committees,  viz  ;  Finance,  Relief  and 
Room  Committees.  He  shall  give  the  casting 
vote  on  all  questions  before  the  Lodge,  except 
in  the  election  of  officers,  when  ke  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote ;  inspect  and  announce  the 
result  of  all  ballotings  or  other  voting  ;  have 
charge  of  the  Charter,  which  he  must  always 
have  in  the  Lodge  :  sign  all  drafts  upon  the 
Treasurer,  for  such  sums  as  may  have  been 
ordered  by  the  Lodge,  and  perform  all  other  duties 
appertaining  to  his  office.  He  shall  not  make  nor 
second  any  motion  or  resolution ,  nor  take  part  in 
any  debate,  while  in  the  chair.  Previous  to 
closing  the  Lodge  he  shall  ascertain  from  the  P. 
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Secretary  the  amount  of  the  receipts  of  the  even- 
ing, and  of  the  Treasurer  if  he  has  received  the 
same. 

ARTICLE  III. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  V.  G. 

The  V.  G.  shall  assist  the  N.  G.  in  presiding 
over  the  Lodge  ;  appoint  his  own  supporters 
and  the  minority  of  all  committees  on  investiga- 
tion and  charges  ;  have  especial  charge  of  the 
door,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  N.  G.  preside  in 
his  stead,  and  perform  all  the  duties  required 
by  the  laws  and  usages  of  the  Order,  and  by  tho 
Constitution  and  By-Laws.  .  ^  ,  . ; 

ARTICLE  IV.  :: 

DUTIES  OF  THE  R.  SECRETARY.'  ,^ 

The  R.  Secretary  shall  keep  correct  minutes 
of  all  proceedings  ;  fill  up  all  certificates  grant- 
ed by  the  Lodge  ;  write  and  issue  all  communi- 
cations, summonses  and  notices  required ; 
notify  all  candidates  of  their  election  ;  and  at- 
test all  drafts  for  moneys  ordered  to  be  paid  at  a 
regular  meeting.  He  shall  endorse  upon  all 
petitions  for  membership  the  name  of  the  appli- 
cant, and  committee  of  investigation  to  whom 
referred,  and  forthwith  hand  the  same  to  the 
chairman  of  said  committee.  He  alone  shall 
have,  safely  keep  and  use  (when  ordered)  the 
seal  of  the  Lodge.

wise qualified),  the  required  certificate  to  enable 
a  brother  to  join  an  Encampment.

He  shall  enter  the  name,  age,  occupation  and 
residence  of  all  candidates  upon  the  minutes, 
stating  whether  they  joined  by  initiation,  deposit 
of  card,  or  as  Ancient  or  non-affiliated  Odd  Fel- 
lows. He  shall  enter  a  brief  statement  of  the 
contents  of  all  communications,  petitions  and 
memorials  upon  the  records,  and  shall  enter  all 
communications  from  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  re- 
ports of  Finance  and  special  committees,  in  full 
upon  the  records.  He  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  are  required  of  him  by  the  Lodge  and 
the  usage  of  the  Order  ;  and  shall  deliver  to  his 
successor  all  books,  papers  and  other  property 
appertaining  to  his  office.
